Explosion in Coeur’ d’Alenes 
Attributed to Man Seen 
Near Plant. 








SPOKANE, Wash., March 18.—That an 
assassin deliberately blew up the Coeur 
D’Alene Powder Works, near Wallace, 
Idaho, Wednesday afternoon, killing 
three men and injuring another, is the 
belief of the managers of the Coeur 
D'Alene Concentrating Co., which owned 
the plant. All the buildings of the plant 
were destroyed except the nitroglycerin 
house. 

It is said that a man who has repeat- 
edly expressed the wish that the pow- 
der mill would blow up was seen about 
half a mile from the plant immediately 
He ran away. 

The dead are R. J. Skalberg, fore- 
man; Pete Rico and Alvin Nelson. All 
the dead were residents of Wallace and 
employes of the powder works. 

Friction of a bearing in the mixing 
room during the process of the manu-, 
facture of powder was at first believed 
to have caused the disaster. In this 
room were stored more than 1000 pounds 
of nitroglycerin. This exploded together 
with five tons of giant powder stored 
in nearby structures.

NEW YORK, March 18.—President 
Taft, speaking in Carmegie Hall this 
afternoon at ithe exercises in memory 
of Grover Cleveland, said that Cleve- 
land was as typically American as Lin- 
coln, 

“His vision of government and of s0- 
ciety was not widened by foreign trav- 
i,” he said. “He was a pure product of 


| the village and town life of the Middle 


States, affected by New England an- 
cestry and the atmosphere of a clergy- 
man’s home. 

“His chief characteristics were sim- 
plicity and honesty, courage of his con- 
victions, with a sense of public duty 
that has been exceeded by no statesman 
within my knowledge. It was so strong 
in him that he rarely wrote anything, 
whether in the form of a private or pub- 
lic communication that the obligation 
of all men to observe the public inter- 
est was not his chief theme.” 

Ne Danger From Executive. 

Discussing President’s Cleveland’s 
controversies with the Senate over his 
powers, President Taft ‘said: 

“As long as the legislative branch 
has the power of the purse the 
danger of executive usurpation is 
imaginative. The real danger arises 
from the disposition of the legis- 
lative branches to assume that it 
has the amnipotence of parliment 
and. may completely control the 
discretion conferred upen the ex- 
ecutive by the constitution, 

“The country is. under obligation to 

Mr. Cleveland. for hayi 
in his controversy with the ‘Republican 
Senate some of the limitations that there 
are in the Constitution upon attempted 
legislative. action to restrict executive 
discretion. In the end Mr. Cleveland 
won in his ¢ontroversy with the Senate. 
Whether he might have done so had 
both the ‘House and Senate been against 
bhim is a matter of doubt.”’

Correspondents Discuss Criti- 
cism of Production in the 
Post-Dispatch. 


Widespread discussion among St. Louis 
playgoers, literary critics and religious 
leaders has been occasioned by William 
Vaughn Moody’s play, “The Faith Heal- 
er,”’ produced at the Century Theater by 
Henry Miller and his company. © 

Some of these approve, some dissent 
from the verdict of Ripley D. Saunders, 
a Post-Dispatch dramatic critic, who de- 
clared in his review of the play, pub- 
lished in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, that, 
whether by intent or unintentionally, 
the dramatist had been guilty of sacri- 
lege. To substantiate his statement, 
and in reply to Henry Miller’s answer 
to it, Mr. Saunders’ published, in 
Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, a number 
of lines and speeches from the play, in- 
dicating that the character of Ulrich 
Michaelis was, in fact, a Christ-figure. 


The Post-Dispatch prints herewith the 
opinions of several persons on the play, 
and on Mr. Saunders’ criticism:

To just what extent Mr. Moody 
eonceived a parallel between his 
Michaelis and the Christ, he is 
probably better avle to judge than 
his critics. Certain it is that some 

_ of the lines in “‘The Faith Healer’ 
are rather unfortunate. One is at a 
loss, also, to account for Lazarus, 
the Magdalen (Rhoda), and the 
highly spiritual Martha, by any sug- 
gestion save that of a parailel at 
lease faintly perceived. This Indian, 
in particular, with his uncanny (or, 
if you choose, irreverent) lines gets 
on one’s nerves. One is not, per- 
haps, willing to deny him the privil- 
ege of being raised from the dead; 
but his bodily presence upon the 
stage, is irritating, unless one goes 
the whole length of accepting 
Michaelis for something more than 
an enthusiast. 

Scientifically we can account for 
cures, as Dr. Littlefield suggests; 
but the fact of resurrection staring 
us in the face from behind the foot- 
iughts is a bit of drama hard to al- 
low in this day of grace—to say 
nothing of science. We grant much 
to poetry, but we like to feel at least 
the possibility of something substan- 
tial beneath—the possibility that 
Michaelis ig a dreamer or even 
merely a man of extremely strong 
will and influence, able to cure by 
psychic processes and thus led to be- 
lieve in himself. There is no such 
interpretation possible; neither is 
there any consistent allegory into 
which the whole play can be thrown, 
by way of saving our scientific con- 
‘clences. 

On’ the .whole, however, Mr. 
Moody’s play is decidedly wholesome. 
Every character (@ven the caustic 
Martha) is saved by some line or 
bit of stage business, from being un- 
lovable—save only two, the doctor 
and the clergyman. One wishes that, 
out of respect to the feelings of 
many, Mr. Meody had saved his 
clergyman also. Still, let us hope, 
these two characters’ are not con- 
ceived as typical of their professions.: 

Artistically, the play is of a plece 
with Mr. Moody’s previous work; it 
suggests greater possibilities than it 
attains. One is sometimes proveked 
at Mr. Moody because of the won- 
derful foundations that he lays and 
the invariably disappointing super- 
structures. Half way through his 
wonderful poem “Cain,’’ one feels 
that here is a great poem; at the 
close one feels the whole thing slip- 
ping through his fingers into—almost 
nothing. “The Great Divide’ comes 
down from commanding poetic 
heights to an end that leaves us 
altogether uncertain of the actual 
character of its heroine. And “The 
Faith Healer’—after much that is 
sublime, it turns either te common- 
place or to uncertainty; one scarce- 
ly knows which. 

If it is merely in general symbolic . 
of a purpcse or a faith overcoming 
a human weakness it is, however, 
true to fact, very elaborately trite; 
if it is anything else, it is at best 
rather vague.

The play interested and pleased 
me, without giving me any impres- 
sion of sacrilege. I have seen the 
direct impersonation of the Christ 
in the Passion Play of Oberammer- 
gau, and it did not seem to me 
that Mr. Miller made any effort to 
suggest the Savior. 

Mr. Miller’s appearance does not 
suggest in any way the accepted 
ideas of the Christ. His words, 
“There will come another stronger 
than I,” have a Scriptural sound, 
but they resemble the words of 
John the Baptist, not those of Je- 
sus, and I know of no sacrilege in 
producing the figure of John the. 
Baptist, unless it be in seme of the 
“Salome” exhibitions. 


Muck to Stimulate Thought, 

These words of the hero of the 
play seemed to me to mean the open- 
ing of a field of psychological in- 
quiry, presented in the play. The 
play shows its different characters 
in various attitudes toward the idea 
of psychic power. There is the at- 
titude of the faith healer himself, 
the man who thinks he understands 
it; the doctor, who sees nothing in 
it; the negro, who turns it all into 
vivid superstition: and the country- 
man, who thinks he has mastered it 
by reading a little of Spencer and 
Darwin. 

I hope reverent people will not be 
kept from seeing the play through 
the impression , that it is sacrile- 
gious. I do not feel that a religious 
man, so long as he is willing to 
open his eyes and look, need be of- 
fended by it, and there is much in it 
to stimulate thought on psychic 
problems. 

Tyrrell Williams: 

After seeing ‘“‘The faith Healer” 
I must take issue with Mr. Saunders 
in his interpretation of its intent. I

The people in the play thought they 
were dead, and probably the Indian 


poy would have died had not the 


faith healer roused him by his psy- 
chic influence. I welleve that the 
author intended to convey that the 
Indian boy Lazarus believed that it 
was Christ speaking to him, through 
the healer, and that it was a boy’s 
dream. I cannot see any sacrilegious 
intent in the situation. The play is 
wholesome, although there may be 
a lack ef taste in it in places, but 
that is according to one’s personal 
viewpoint. 

On the whole, it is a better play 
than “The Witching Heur.” Is is 
more artistic and literary, and is 
simpler. ‘The moral] it teaches is that 
one cannot do good to his fellow man 
unless that man needs his aid. 

After all, I think Meody was sim- 
ply trying to tell the love story of 
the sheep herder, and has drawn an 
unusual, though knewn type, in the 
character of the faith healer with 
which the West is more or less fa- 
miliar in the examples of Schlatter 
and others. 

Mr. Saunders, on the other hand, 
proceeds on the assumption that the 
most important intent in the play is 
its religious aspect. 


Miss Lillie R. Ernst, principal of the

I do not agree with Mr. Saunders’ 
criticism of “‘The Faith Healer’’ in 
that I do not believe that Mr. Moody 
could be sacriligious in any of his 
work. I cannot see any intent to- 
ward sacrilege in the story of ‘‘The 
aFith Healer,’’ but the dissection 
and discussion of the play require 
more thought than I have time to 
give to it. It is not a matter to be 
considered lightly or hastily.

“The Faith Healer’ impressed me 
very much as it did Mr. Saunders, 
the Post-Dispatch critic. That is, 
with a sense that there was a trifling 
with a subject which can not be 
commercialized. And the feeling was 
intensified as the divine passion of 
Michaelis became the common, base 
passion of man in his: secular Trela- 
tions. 

It seemed inconceivable that a man 
charged with se mighty a mission, 
whe claimed to be under the very 
direction of the Christ himself, could 
have surrendered it so completely 
and quickly te the personal desires 
of himself, and it did net redeem 
the play that an apparent subjection 
of the personal element followed. 

This supposed triumph appeared to 
me as ne triumph at all, but merely 
a squaring and harmonizing of the 
divine mission with personal desires, 
a harmony absolutely discordant. 

Mr. Moedy had an opportunity to 
create a great play by fellowing more 
closely the biblical text, where would 
have béen afforded a dramatic con- 
flict between faith and: unbelief, in- 
stead of a conflict between the de- 
sires of the body and the desires 
of the soul, an uncompromising con- 
flict which he readily compromises to 
the full freedom of both. 

Mr. Miller is no doubt seriously in 
earnest and his play was well acted. 
Still, it leaves no pleasing impres- 
sions beyend Mr. Miller’s earnest- 
ness. 

The centroversy over the new play 
has areused interest in other cities, par- 
ticularly in New York. “The Faith 
Healer’ had its first production on any 
stage Monday night at the Century.

Confessing her own shame and placing 

the scarlet letter on her own brow, 


Ruby Hickman, 18, and pretty, went on 
the witness stand and sacrificed all that 
is held dear by woman, in an effort to 
save her brother's life. 

Ralph Hickman, the brother, is on 
trial for the murder of Frank Meldrum, 
Ruby's lover. The case has been on 
trial for several days, and the placing 
of the girl on the stand was the last 
desperate effort of the attorneys for the 
accused. 

The defense thus far has sought to 
show that Meldrum fell over a cliff and 
was killed. The State asserts that Ralph 
Hickman threw him over after discov- 
ering that he and Ruby were too 
friendly. 

The girl Wednesday testified that on 
the night of the killing, while the other 
members of the family were absent, 
Meldrum was with her between 8 and 
9 o'clock, 

On cross-examination she said that 
when her father and mother arrived 
home Meldrum jumped through a win- 
dow screen. Later she turned his cloth- 
ing over to her mother. She said Mel- 
drum had been paying attentions to her 
for three or four years, though he had 
a wife, and they expected to be married 
some day. The girl calmly admitted 
that he was in her room on the night 
in question with her consent. 

Ralph Hickman, the defendant, testi- 
fied that on arriving home he saw a man 
whom he did not recognize coming out 
of his sister’s room. He struck the man 
with his fist and knocked him down 
and then picked up a club and began 
striking him. When the man regained 


his feet Hickman said he pursued him 
over a high cliff. 

On cross-examination Hickman said 
he would have struck the man again 
if he had not run too fast. He followed 
the man over the cliff, he said, and 
found Meldrum’s body at the bottom, 
lying face upward, and only partly 
dressed.

Bigamy Charge Is Scheme to 
Get More Money FromHim, 
Says Mrs. McDonald. 





MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 18.— 
Harvey Grimmer, proviate secretary to 
Johnson, and H. B. Freyberger of 
Duluth left last night for Jefferson City 
to ask Gov. Hadley to withdraw his 
requisition for Mitchell A. W.. McDonald 
for bigamy. 

They will represent to the Missouri 
executive that McDonald’s arrest is 
merely a scheme to extort more money 
out of him in addition to thousands he 
has already paid. He is a wealthy lum- 
ber and mine operator who is now held 
in the Hennepin County Jail. 

The warrant on which McDonald was 
arrested was issued in Jackson County, 
Missouri, by Henry R. Swingley. It al- 
legés that one Belle Hamilton, said now 
to be in Kansas City, was married May 
10, 1908, to McDonald in Essex County, 
Ontario, and that she lived with him as 
his wife during September, October and 
November of 1908, in Kansas City. It 
alleges that at that time McDonald was 
married to Catherine McDonald. 

G. E. Auge, son of a former Kansas 
City Chief of Police, a private detec- 
tive, has been at work on the case an 
came to Minneapolis after obtaining the 
signature of Gov. Hadley of Missouri to 
the requisition papers. 

A feature of the case is that Be}! 
Hamilton was in Minneapolis during 
January, apparently continuing her at- 
tentions to McDonald. 

Mrs. McDonald and her attorney told 
the Governor this morning that McDon- 
ald had never married the woman, to 
the best of anybody’s knowledge, or 
that if he had, he was demented at the 
time; that since last May he had paid 
Belle Hamilton $140,000 and stood ready 
to pay $10,000. more to settle everything.

“CLEAN UP THE TICKETS.” 

The wisdom of the Post-Dispatch’s warning to 
the Republican leaders to clean up their ticket 
by removing from it Ed Koeln, candidate for Col- 
lector, is given tremendous emphasis by the pub- 
lication of Koeln’s record as a member of the 
House of Delegates, elected in 1901.

Lack of Revenue for Good Roads. 
The new automobile license bill intro- 


duced by Representative Ford in the 
Missouri Legislature is probably in- 
tended to help previde a suitable reve- 
nue to aid annually in building geod 


roads. Its author may have the idea 
that al] automobilists are rich and can 
afford such high taxation. This is not 
so. The average man of moderate 
means who can afford to use an auto- 
mobile for pleasure and business acnnot 
afford to pay a heavy tax, such as this 
bill purposes to impose. 

Curtis Hill, State Highway Engineer, 
says in a letter to this department that 
the State lacks sufficient revenue to go 
ahead with the improvement of the 
highways, that property ewners in the 
country districts refuse to aid in build- 
ing good roads. They seem to think 
that persons from other parts of the 
State, those principally in the large 
cities who may at times drive over 
these improved roads, sheuld bear the 
biggest part of the expense. The rural- 
ists do not realize that in such road 
improvements their property will be pro- 
portionally enhanced in value. 

In raising sufficient revenue for good 
roads there are at least 1000 rich auto- 
mobilists in this State who could af- 
ford to contribute, and it is believed 
that they would do so if properly ap- 
proached by the right authority. 

The opposition to the Ford bill from 
St. Louis alene wiil be very formidable 
and its defeat in the Legislature is pre- 
dicted by many automobilists in this 
city.
